OP THE CLASS OF '85, BISHOP WH1TA- 
KBB'S "SCHOOL FOE GIELS," June 25, 
1885.] 


The history of the Class of '85 ante- 


dates all authentic accounts of the two 
preceding classes, inasmuch as one of its 
members has been a constant attendant 
at this institution lor the cultivation of 
progressive knowledge for over five 
years. 


It is well known that in the remote- 


ness of the past the greater part of the 
older gills of the school aspired to in- 
itiation into the mysteries of this class 
of classes; but the inferior upplicants 
were doomed to disappointment. Of all 
those would-be graduates of the year 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
five there were successful only the five 
eminently superior young women whom 
you behold in this illustrious Senior 
class. It must be admitted that on part- 
ing with the graduates of "84 there was 
much ol the sunshine of smiles mingled 
with our tears, for did not their exit 
leave -us in the full possession of the 
Senior dignity. As one of our number 
remarked, we would not linger to in- 
spect the quality, siza or antiquity of 
tbeir shoes; but step into them imme- 
diately. 


Strangely enough, the infant of our

However, the self-evi- 


dent superiority of our day members 
partly compensates for this deficiency. 


At the beginning of the Advent Term 


of 1884 we were given the extreme felic- 
ity of occupying the chairs and tables 
which had been the property, so to 
speak, of our predecessors of that year, 
and certain hieroglyphics found in thti 
drawers of said tables are lasting monu- 
ments to their skill in wielding the pen. 


One of our number preferred to re- 


main until the end of the term in her old 
seat among the Juniors, owing to her 
attachment to one of that body. 
It 


would be almost impossible to picture 
the rapture and elation of the first days 
of our occupancy. Then we fully real- 
ized the height of our attainments. 
From this elevation beholding the trials 
and tribulations of the struggling Jun- 
iors, and, sympathizing with their mis- 
ery, we could lend them our superior 
aid and wisdom, even though the pen- 
alty for borrowing is the confiscation of 
the loan by certain members of the 
faculty. 


After answering as far as lay within 


the bounds of hnmnn possibility such 
questions as the following, "What are 
the plots and characters of all Scott's 
works?" "Was Catharine of Arragon 
beautiful?" "How would you begin an 
essay in favor of slang?" we were re- 
warded, when the Juniors were reproved 
for being noisy in the school room, by 
the exclamation, "Oh, the Seniors made 
all the noise!"—ingratitude so base as 
to wring from us the despairing cry, 
"How sharper than a serpent's tooth it 
is to help a thankless girl!" 


During the Presidential campaign, we 


took a deep interest in politics, our 
corner often being tho scene of violent, 
though not intelligent, discussion, es- 
pecially on the part of the Democrats, 


for be it known, this class is staunch 
Republican throughout 
But, when we 


heard the result of the November elec- 
tion, we immediately tabooed all talk of 
politics. 
Otherwise we pursued the 


even tenoi of our way, with no cloud to 
mar the bright firmament of our hopes 
and aspirations, until began our study 
of the profound subjects of Evidences 
of Christianity and Psychology, of 
which we quite soon had our "Mental 
Fill." With thoughts among the stars, 
bat feet upon the earth, we traced the 
outlines of the forms that nightly peo- 
ple the heavens, and entered into dis- 
cussions upon subjects that occupy the 
minds of all great astronomers like our- 
Srilves. 


Our claim officers were not chosen 


until the beginning of tho year 1885, 
when we elected our President, our 
Vice President, our Bancroft, Secretary, 
and Byron. In our class occurs what 
has never before oocnred in the annals 
of the school,—every member is an 
officer in the full sense of the word, not 
a mere figure head, whose title has 
been created only that may be said 
"Each member holds an office." 
After 


the class elections, the next thing of 
importance was the selection of a motto, 
which should not only serve as a pre- 
cept in school and after life, but would 
also be sufficiently high-sounding to 
produce a feeling of overwhelming awe 
in the minds of the Juniors. 
"Semper 


Fidelia" was suggested by the Saluta- 
torian, but, as our President remarked, 
although we were always faithful in 
wishing a good mark; always faithful at 
lunch time; always faithful in forget- 
ting to study our elocution lesson, were 
we, or would we ever be, always faith- 
ful to each other and our duties? "Anx- 
ilium nb Alto," (Help from on High;, 
answered all requirements except that 
our worthy President, whose knowledge 
of Latin is not extensive, objected on the 
ground that it was too difficult to pro- 
nounce. Upon the Vice President's 
offering to give her a course of lessons 
in pronunciation, this precept was unan- 
imously adopted. 


For our flower, we chose the white 


clover blossom, and as a natural con- 
sequence settled upon the four-leaved 
clover as the design of our pin. 
In 


order to give the jeweler an idea of 
what we desired, it was necessary that 
a sketch should be shown him. Our 
honorary member, with the aid of our 
artist, made a number of drawings of 
the "lucky leaf," which we conveyed 
with extreme care to that respected 
gentleman. How true to nature those 
sketches were, may be inferred by 
simply beholding the results of this ex- 
ercise of genius. 


After we assembled at the close of the 


Spring holidays, we no longer indulged 
in those prolonged "Moral Sighs," 
which the bright Easter sun had con- 
verted into smiles. Senior Elocution 
then demanded our attention; and won- 
derful were the feats of oratory per- 
formed in the gymnasium for the de- 
lectation of waiting music pnpils and 
any stray passer through that oft fre- 
quented apartment. It may be here 
remarked that the gymnasium was se- 
lected as being the only place, except 
the open air. suited to the exercise of 
our vigorous lungs.

"The staff of Frank- 
lin!" "John Maynard!" "Ay, ay, sir!"

"Sir, tho atrocious 
crime of being a young man I shall 
neither attempt to palliate nor deny! ", 
etc., floated in upon the ears of those 
pursuing their studies in the school 
room above, they must have been filled 
with awe and admiration, not nnmixed, 
perhaps, with a desire to smile audibly.

The Lyon county Times says: 
Some four or five years ago, when 


Fred Birdsull was the owner of what is 
now the Douglas mill, there was at one 
iime considerable talk about erecting a 
smelter and reduction works to be run 
in connection with the mill. The pro- 
ject was so seriously thought of that J. 
E. Gignoux, who was then assayer for 
Birdsall, was sent to Eureka and other 
places where there wera works for re- 
ducing refractory ores, io see which 
would be the best process to 
adopt. 


Forsom« reason tbw scheme fell through 
and since then there baa been no talk 
of reduction works in this country until 
recently, It ia understood that Keno la 
to have reduction works any way, and 
that Messrs Bliss, Mills and Mackay 
are the gentlemen -who are to furnish 
the capital for their erection. It also 
seems that Mr. Stevens is comteaiplat- 
ing the construction of works and that 
be is undecided whether to locate them 
at Carson or Reno. It IB estimated that 
125 tons of rock per day can be bad 
from mines all along the line of the C. 
P., with which to keep the smelter run- 
ning. Now if there are to be two insti- 
tutions of this kind put up, one of them 
should be 011 the line of the C. <Sr O., 
for there will be as much if not more 
ore come from mines along its route 
than will come to Bono over the C. P. 
The Reno JOUBNAI,, in estimating the 
cost of running the business, says that 
coal can be furnished for 20 cants per 
bushel; labor (ordinary), $2 per day; 
smelters, $3.50 per day; mechanical en- 
gineers, $5 per day; ordinary engineers, 
to run engines, $4 50 per day; black- 
smiths, $4 per day, and carpenters $6. 
There is no reason why Dayton cannot 
make just as good a, bid as the above. 
The wood, coal and water facilities are 
equal to those of lieuo, and labor can 
be had, and lots of it, at the above fig- 
ures, which are much lower than any 
other point along the C. & C. can off-r, 
and there is not another point that has 
the wood and water advantages of this 
place. Ores from all parts of the South- 
ern country can be shipped to thin point 
at a less cost than to Keno, as there will 
be uo transfer from the C. A C. to the 
V. & T. Again, if works are put u» at 
any point farther South than Dayton, 
it will cost considerable more to run 
them, and the bullion would have to be 
shipped to Carson or San Francisco any 
way. 
It would not cost very much more 


to carry rock from Independence to 
Dayton tbtvn it would to only carry it to 
Huwfchnr lit', mid wht~u coiiYbi teil into 
bullion heiu it wouM be but a short wuy 
to ship it't') either ou« of the Mints. 
There is another point. There is base 
ore in Cotno, whiob, aa yet, there baa 
been found no way of working. There 
is a prospect that the camp will before 
long amount to something, and if it 
does, the ore will probably be worked 
here, as it would be cheaper to run it 
down to works on the river than to build 
works np there where there is a scarcity 
of wood and water. If Mr. Stevens is 
qoing to put up reduction works, let 
him look outside of Keuo and Carson, 
and he may find a better location for bin 
enterprise.

There is 
hardly a case on record where tbe Sen- 
ate has in any way interfered with such 
appointments. 
Any others that are in 


way identified with the policy of the 
administration will be conceded to tbe 
President without question." Conger 
continued that the civil service reform 
would be looked into searchingly, as 
well as the offensive partisan question, 
nnd where unqualified officers were ap- 
pointed for a term of years there might 
be considerable trouble.
